Social Security 
Wage Reports Due 


Farmers and ranchers are re- 
minded that the 1957 annual 
social security wage reports for 
agricultural workers are due in 
January, according to R. C. 


Gehrken, Jr., district manager | 


of the West Palm Beach social 
security office. 

All farm or ranch workers 
are covered who: (1.) were paid 
$150 or more in cash wages in 
1957 by one farm employer, or 
(2.) worked for any agricultur- 
al employer on 20 or more days 
during the year where the cash 
wages were figured on a time 
basis--hourly, daily, weekly, etc. 
It is the employer’s responsibil- 
ity to report the wages and re- 
rhit the social security tax on 
such wages to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. 

Any farmer or rancher who 
has one or more such covered 
employees should apply for an 
employer's identification num- 


ber from the District Director| 


of Internal Revenue, Jackson- 
ville, Florida. The Internal Rev- 
enue Service will then supply 
the neceàsary forms on which 
the reports are to be made. The 
rqports call for the employee's 
name, social security account 
number, and the total cash wa- 
ges paid him during the year. 

‘The tax rate is 444 percent 
of the total wages up to $4200 
in a year for each employee; 
24 percent of this tax is with- 
held from the employee's pay 
and the other 234 percent is 
the employers "matching a- 
mount. 

More detailed information 
may be obtained from your so- 
ial security representative or 
your District Director of Inter- 
nal Revenue.

County Agent's Office Says Cattle 
Producers Should Take Stock Now 


The closing days of the old 
year and the first days of the 
new are traditional times to 
take stock of your business. 
Assistant County Agent Kent 
Price suggests that this is a 
good time to review your cat- 
tle operation with an eye to 
improving next year's calf 
production. 
| Factors which contribute to 
a high income from the calf 
crop »are: (1) weight of the 
calves, (2) quality or grade, 
which determines the price per 
pound, and (3) the number of 
calves weaned per cow bred. 

Dr. Marvin Koger of the 
Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Stations lists several 
things that can help improve 
the producing ability of your 
herd. For example, there is an 
astonishing difference in tthe 
income produced by different 
cows running in the same pas- 
ture with the same feed. 

In a recent, study, the bot- 
tom 10 percent of the calves 
from one of the station-owned 
hetds and replacing them 
with heifers from good cows 
will markedly improve income, 
Price declares. In fact, the low- 
producing cows are not paying 
for their keep; it is an advan- 
tage to cull them even though 
they cannot be replaced this 
year. 

To próduce the largest num- 

r of good replacement heit- 
& mark or sort out the best 
cows to breed to the best 
bulls. Then the use of the 
good bulls will not be wasted 
on inferior cows. This is of 
extreme importance from a 
long range point of view. 

Reproductive efficiency is, of 
course, the factor that determ- 
ines the number of calves you 
will have to sell: Attention to 
this factor will probably im- 
prove income more quickly 
than any other factor. It will 
be two years before a cow 
that is now open can return 
any income to her owner. With 
present-day pasture and pro- 
duction costs, we cannot af- 
ford to keep many such ani- 
mals on the place. 

According to Price, one of 
the best procedures to im- 
prove reproductive efficiency 
is to have the cow herd 
checked for pregnancy in the 
fall Any cows that were dry 
this year and are open again 
should be culled.

These retail trade industries differ among themselves 
in labor force requirements, methods of wage payment, and 
other characteristics. For example, women employees predom- 
inate in some retail industries but not in others. Some indus- 
operate typically through single stores; in other industries | 
large chainstére enterprises account for most of the employment. 
The retail trade work force embraces a wide range of skills in| 
the purchasing, selling, accounting, maintenance, and related! 
activities required for the functioning of the industry.” |

has exempted retailing from the federal wage-hour law ever! 
since the law came into being — and why that exemption should | 
be continued.
